Tne following is a a speech of Raooi Emanuel Kttftinovlcn oef ore a special 
meeting of the Emergency council of Europeah RaO^is in Budapest, Hungary, 
January 12 1952. 

Greetings my Children: You have been called here to recapitulate the Prinipal 
steps of our progress. As you know, we xiad hoped to have twenty years oetween 
wars to condolidate the Great Gains which we made from world war T^yo. out 
our increastjing numoers in certain vital areas is arouseing opposition to us, 
and we must now work with every means to precipitate world war Three within ^ 
Sive years. 

the goal for which we have striven so concertedly for three thousand years 
is at last within our *^each,and because of its fullfillment now apparent it 
oehooves us to increase our efforts and our caution tenfold. I can safely ' 
/promise you truti before ten years have passed, our race will take its right full 
j place in the world, with every Jew a KING and every Gentile a slave: (applause 
\fron the Gathering.) You remember the tne success of our propaganda campaign 
during the 1950s' which arroused Anti-AaBiaAaaht^Paftcion4niAij:Geiraany,and at 
the same time we aroused Anti-German Passions in America, a campaign which 
culminatated in the Second world War. a similar propaganda''' i« now Deing 
waged intenseively through out the world. (campaign )

elections. The Russian, as well as tne Asiatic peoples, are well under control, 
and offer no objections to war. But we must wait to secure the Americans. 
This we hope to do with tne issue of Anti-SeiJlt ism, which worked so well in , 
uniting the Americans against Germany, we are counting Keavily on reports ^^ 
of anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to whip up indignatioh in the United- 
StateSpand produce a front of solidarity against the Soviet Power. Simulta-r.'ft. 
neoU8ly,to concentrate to Americans trie Reality of outspokenly Anti^^aemitic 
elements in America to increase their effective neffs,and we shall stage 
AntipSemitic outbreaks in several of their largest cities. Tnis will serve 
the purpose of Exposeing reactionary sectors of America, which tnen can be 
silencBrd,ttnd of welding the United States into a devoted Anti-Rueoian Unit, i 

Within five years this Program will achieve its objectives, the Third 
World War, ?/hich will surpass in destruction all previous contests. Israel 
of course will remain Neutral, and when bith sides are devastated and ex- 
hausted, we will arbitrate, sending our control Commissions into all wrecked 
countries, this war will end for all tine our struggles against the Gentiles. > 
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We will openly re\^l our Identity with the voces of Asia und Africa. 
I can flfiate with assurance thot the last generation of white children la 
' now being born, our Oontrol Comiaissiona will, in the InterestB of peace ' 
-^ and wiping out inter-racial tensions, forbid tne whites to mate with whites. 
The white \Toaian must cohabit with meabers of the dark races, and the white 
aen with dark women. Thus the white race will disappear, for mixing the 
dark with the white means the end of tne white aan,and our most dangerous 
enemy will become only a memory .We shall emburk upon an era of ten thousand 
years of peace and plenty. The pax Judaica,<> and our race will rule 
undisputed over the earth. Our Superior intelligence will enat>lc as to 
retain mastery over a world of dark peoples.

There will be no more religions, not only would the exictance of a 
priest class remain a constant danger to our rule, but belief in an after 
life would give spiritual strength to irreconcilable elements in many 
countries, and enable them to resist us. We still ho^rever, retain the rituals 
and customs of Judaism as the work of our horeditery ruling caste, strength- 
ening our racial laws so that no Jew will be allowed to marry outside our 
race, nor xtill any stranger bo accepted by us.

To convince you of tne certainty of that leadership, let me point out to 
you how we have turned all of the inventions of the white man into weapons 
against him. His printing presses and radios are the mouth pieces of our 
desires, and his heavy industry manufacturds^the instrument which he sends 
out to Asia^.and Africa against him. our interests in Viashington are Greatly 
extending tne point Four program for developeing industry in backward areas 
of the World so that after the industrial plants and cities of Europe are 
destroyed by Atomic warfare, tne whites can offer no resistance against 
the larger menace oi tne dark races, who will maintain an unchallenged 
techno logical superior ty.

On January 25, 19W. t>avi» tee, Negro

'The trouble with this group, as wUh 
tb'milar ones^ is that the initiators dont 
count the overall cost to the ^ace. The 
present effort i» de&igned to destroy the 
whole pattern of segregation -— and to 
establish an integrated social «rder N 
which there will b^ fto distinction made i^ 
th& cou)atry o.n the bMi» cf race, religion, 
color or nationality, 

^his ii a laudable objective, but human 
nature Just has not changed that much, and 
the aofcoevement of auch an objective cOuM 
cause repercussions that mig^ht act the 
Negro back ftft> years. 

"Integration in th^ schools in the North 
and East «-i is jiot a howling auccess. A 
Negro oan attend most of the schools up 
here — and get an educAtion — but few of 
the states that educate him will hire hica^' 
as a teacher. Tht State of Connecticut 
doesnt have twenty-five Negro teachers , - , 
"Nowhere in these integrated states do 
Negroe* get anywhere near proportionate 
representation. Every device is e«{ipIoired 
to * keep qualified ^fegroe8 from bein^ 
assigned. Recently a reputable New York 
labor union made a report on the employ- 
ment of Negro teachers in New York CSty 
.— and charged that a systematic scheme 
has been adopted to exclude Negroes as 
teachers.
